The attached file is a consolidation of all the records received by Al. For 
ease in review of any future ones, they should consolidate their files into 
one .pdf before they come to us -- I am unclear on what the order for the 
records should be so I just put them all together, but some records seem to 
be draft (i.e. SSS that don't have signatures, etc.). Recommend Al search 
to validate whether the signed SSS exists and replace the "Word" version 
which doesn't show coordination with the "Final" version signed (if it was 
in fact routed) . 

Al will also need to go through the documents and indicate what portions of 
the records they recommend non-disclosure of and mark them with the 
appropriate FOIA exemptions. If they want to use Adobe Pro (recommended), 
instructions for redacting are on our GKO FOIA site. Otherwise, they can
